“As a matter of course, 
there is no statement. of accounts or anything 
olae to put before-the menting, but the direators 
think it advisable to call the attention of the 
shareholders to Cwo facts. Tho first is that the 
intention on the formation of tho company was 
to have waited Uefore commencing business un- 
til the new steamers were built, but on conside- 
ration your direstors thought it would be advis- 
able to ocoupy the field anquickly ag possible, and 
at the same time foul their way to business 
‘daring tha alx months or so while the new 
steamers were in tho couray. of construction. 
At an expense of some $13,000 we invested jn 
three fairly good st-amers, They have been fit- 
ted up, and two of them have been pat to rnn.as 
ferry boats, ona to Kowloon and the other to 
Hunghom. The third, the Bonnie, is used a5 5 
‘despatch boat, and ia very profitable indaed. We 


have beou working in this way for foar months | 


up ta,the end of December, and wo have been 
clearing the. whole of the current working er- 
ponsex, including the cost; of management, and 
hava madé samall som each month as profit.. We 
are not attempting, and. we don’t intend to at- 
tempt, so far ax the directors’ intentions aro con- 
cerned at present, to compete on strictly Chinese 
linws with Chinose boats. Whatevor wo may. 
do altimately is anothor question. Oar inteation 
ia to ron boats where thors is Buropaat traf- 
fio ie i ee clean, reese pate ac 
“ad. e propose to run three ferry lines 
ee kosp two or threo boats for other. par- 
ses, There isa great demend for quick and 
andy sieam-Inunches, and ‘there isa very pro- 
fitable businoss indeed to be dong in this brauch, 
‘There ix nothing more to sny, I thiok, but the 
directors winhnd to explain thezo things to yor 
that you might a99 what they have dona up to 
the present nnd what. they. intend to do. We 
ate negotiating jnat now with the Govarnment 
for the parpose of having our new launches 
fitted mp so that they may be ued as patrol or 
guard boats in the event of war, and we hopa to 
got a reasonable subsidy from the Government 
in respact of onr making our bosts available for 
this purpose and keeping them in a proper atata 
of repair and inspection. Jf so, that will add 
something material to tke’ income of the 
Company, whilo the advantage to ‘the. Gos- 
ernment and thapublic interest genorally will 
be oconsiderablo... The Govornment have not 
come et once to the terms we demanded, and 
nogotistions are still going on; but I have vary 
little donbt that we will ultimately auoceed in | 
ddtaining a fair subsidy from the government 
inrespeot of eight or ten of our boats. As to 
the prospeot, so far as we nan sea, there.is evry 
reason to be satistied. “The recsipts have basa 
inoreasing every month, and thore is the prospect 
of very considerable traffic for the Company's 
boats -both as ferry boats nnd deapatoh boats. 
The first call has beon paid on all the shares and 
tha,second cal] hag also been paid: on all éxoept 
242 shares, ‘but this It bave no doubt will be paid 
in the course of a few days..
